Vikki Jones - tributes from family and friends 


THE family of a Dudley woman killed in a car 
crash near her home have spoken of their dev¬ 
astation at losing a ‘special, caring person and 
a fantastic mother’. 

Vikki Jones, 30, was driving in Wood Road, 
Lower Gornal, just after 10pm on September 
22 when her car was involved in a collision 
with a white BMW. She was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

A heartfelt tribute issued by Ms Jones’ fam¬ 
ily reads: “On September 22, we lost her. We 
lost the most beautiful, caring, loving, funny, 
kind hearted person you could ever wish to 


meet. She was a beautiful, strong, caring and 
loving person who had a massive heart and a 
love for life. 

“She lived for her family, especially her 
daughter. She was a fantastic mother, and a 
brilliant role model.” 

Thanks were also offered to the residents of 
Wood Road and the Children’s Ward at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, who looked after Ms Jones’ 
daughter following the crash. 

A candlelit vigil will be held at the scene on 
Friday evening at 9.45pm. There will be read¬ 
ings before a two-minute silence at 10pm. 


A 21-year-old man arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous driving was re¬ 
leased on police bail last week. 

The fatal accident has sparked anger from 
residents who claim their calls for traffic calm¬ 
ing measures have been ignored. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: “Our 
thoughts are with the family of the woman who 
lost her life. The circumstances of the accident 
are currently being investigated by police, 
however, as with all serious traffic incidents 
we will be carrying out our own investigation.” 




Homeless speedway club facing a major crisis 

LAST RIDE FOR 
THE HEATHENS? 


ONE of the famous names in Dudley and Black Country 
sport could be facing extinction. 

Cradley Heathens speedway club could fold after their next two rac¬ 
es overs problems finding a track to call home. Bosses says the future 
looks bleak after the Heathens have hit problems with the two clubs 
whose stadiums they share 

The club, which compete in the National League, have had no stadium of their own 
since the old Dudley Wood stadium was closed and the site sold for housing more than 20 
years ago. The club returned to racing in 2010 after closing 15 years earlier and currently 
hold their races in Wolverhampton and Birmingham. But with new owners taking over 


Birmingham Brummies and more fixtures 
set for Wolverhampton Wolves due to a 
league shake-up, the future of Heathens 
has been cast into doubt. 

Club director Nigel Pearson, who has 
been instrumental in the club’s revival, 
has also hinted that he could be leaving the 
club this winter. 

Hopes 

Earlier this year hopes were raised that 
the club could possibly get a new stadium 
in Oldbury but this, like earlier projects, 
has failed to reach fruition. This leaves 
track sharing as the only option if the club 
is to continue. In the past the club have 
held ‘home’ meetings as tracks as far away 
from the Black Country as Stoke-on-Trent. 

Gary Patchett, who is the club’s joint 
boss, said: “It was difficult this year but 
we pulled a rabbit out of the hat with the 
double-headers, which have been reasona¬ 
bly successful. But running at Birmingham 
isn’t much fun for the supporters. We are

grateful for the fact that we were able to 
race there, but it’s hard. 

“With the likelihood of new owners at Bir¬ 
mingham, they could be running two teams 
there. It may be that Perry Barr is not an 
option. Then we have the AGM to come and 
from what I’m hearing, and with Lakeside 
looking to return to the Premiership, they 
may come up with a 10-team league and 
four more home fixtures for Wolves. That’s 
four more Mondays we can’t have. We might 
be scuppered.” 

Club director Nigel Pearson has hinted he 
could leave after eight years in charge. 

Heathens’ fixture at Monmore stadium 
against Eastbourne on October 16 and the 
club’s FAST Golden Hammer competition 
at Wolverhampton a week later could be the 
club’s last.

AN ‘imminent’ planning application 
to demolish an eyesore office block will 
cost £100,000 and be ‘the biggest ever 
submitted in the borough’, says Dud¬ 
ley’s council leader. 

Councillor Patrick Harley says the 
plans to bring down Cavendish House 
in the town centre will be put forward 
any time now. 

The former office block, on Trindle 
Road, which has sat empty for years, 
will be pulled down to make way for a 
multi-million pound retail development 
under the town’s regeneration propos¬ 
als. 


It was expected the planning applica¬ 
tion would be put forward this summer 
but a query with the plans in relation 
to the planned Midland Metro tram line 
and its link with the bus station caused 
a setback. 

However, Councillor Harley said that 
has been resolved and the scheme is 
back on track. 

“I was told there was one line of 
thought that the Metro might be di¬ 
verted. That might have impacted on 
Cavendish but it has now been con¬ 
firmed that is not the case. 

“I expect for the planning application 


to go through. It will be a huge applica¬ 
tion, probably the biggest the borough 
has seen. It will be a huge investment of 
around £100,000.” 

Councillor Harley says he anticipates 
the landmark building will be demol¬ 
ished next year. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for planning and redevelopment, 
has been told the planning application 
is imminent. 

Avenbury bought Cavendish House, 
overlooking one of the major gateways 
into Dudley, for £800,000 at a property 
auction in London in 2015. 


Dudley lollipop staff 
numbers down by third 


THE number of lollipop men and 
women in Dudley borough has 
fallen by nearly a third. 

Figures released under Freedom of 
Information shows there are 77 peo¬ 
ple employed in the crossing warden 
roles in Dudley this year - down from 
111 in 2012. 

They also show that the number of 
school crossings that are patrolled in the 
borough has plummeted from 125 in 2012 
to 80 this year. 

Despite this, spending on staff wages 
has barely changed. In 2012, 280,581 was 
spent on wages and overtime compared to 
£244,123 in 2016. 

The downward trend in Dudley is mir¬ 
rored by authorities across the Midlands. 

The figures were unearthed by the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats as part of its campaign to 
maintain safety on roads outside schools. 

Lib Dem Black Country campaigner Paul 
Butters said: “Four children are seriously 
hurt or killed while walking in the UK 
every day. 

Vital 

“School crossing are a vital service, 
highly valued by communities, ensuring 
children can cross roads near their schools 
safely. 

“While councils have faced significant 
financial challenges in recent years, the 
safety of children should not be put at 
risk.” 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services at 
Dudley Council, said: “We actively work to 
recruit school crossing patrols however it 
does prove difficult to fill all the vacancies. 

“High numbers of vacancies does also 
increase the costs of the service because 
of the need to bring in mobile patrols to 
cover key sites, but we will continue to do 
everything we can to fill any outstanding 
gaps.” 

Last year the council faced protests over 
proposals to cut nearly £400,000 from the 
service but the plans were later ditched.

DUDLEY politician Bill Etheridge says 
he is sticking with UKIP as he declared 
his support for the party’s new leader. 

The West Midlands Euro MP and 
councillor from Sedgley has vowed to 
back victorious Henry Bolton ‘to the 
hilt’ after the former policeman and 
army officer won last week’s leadership 
election with 30 per cent of the vote. He 
became the party’s fourth leader in 12 
months. 

Mr Bolton had been considered an 
outsider to replace Paul Nuttall in the 
UKIP hot seat. But he comfortably saw 
off the challenge of anti-Islam cam¬ 
paigner Anne Marie Waters, who came 
second with 21.3 per cent of the 12,915 
votes cast. 

Mr Etheridge was one of a number of 
UKIP MEPs who had threatened to quit 
the party if Ms Waters had won. 

He said: “I am extremely relieved that 
Henry Bolton has won. We are now in a 
position as a party to look to the future 
in a positive light.” 

On his future with UKIP, he added: 
“I’m going nowhere. I will be backing 
Henry to the hilt.” 

Dudley UKIP councillor Paul Broth- 
wood added: “I am extremely pleased 
that the membership have rejected Anne 
Marie Waters and Peter Whittle, who 
were intent on taking the party in a very 
unpleasant direction.”

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Man accused 
of kidnap to 
appeal over 
extradition 

A BLACK Country man accused of 
kidnapping a model should be extra¬ 
dited to Italy to face trial with his 
brother, a judge has ruled. 

London-based model Chloe Ayling, 
aged 20, claims she was snatched, 
drugged and held hostage for six days 
by a group calling itself Black Death 
after being lured to a fake modelling 
shoot in Milan in July. 

Lawyers for Michal Herba, from 
Tividale, suggested the entire case 
may be a ‘sham’ invented as a ‘public¬ 
ity stunt’ to boost Ms Ayling’s career. 

But at a hearing at Westminster 
Magistrates Court, District, Judge 
Paul Goldspring said that 36-year-old 
should be extradited to Italy to join 
his brother, Lukasz Herba, 30, to face 
allegations they kidnapped the model 
before demanding a 300,000 Euro 
(£264,00) in ransom money. 

“I have decided you should be sur¬ 
rendered to Italy to face trial for the 
kidnap,” the judge told Polish-born 
Herba. 

Following the judgment, Herba’s 
barrister, George Hepburne Scott, 
announced he would appeal against 
the decision, meaning his client will 
remain in custody in the UK until the 
result. 

Italian police claim the brothers are 
part of the Black Death group, which 
they claim sells women as sex slaves 
on the ‘dark web’ to buyers in the 
Middle East. 

Murder of stab 
victim is denied 

A 20-year-old man has pleaded not 
guilty to murdering a father-of-two 
who died after being stabbed. 

Niron Parker-Lee is set to face 
trial for allegedly killing Mansoor 
Mahmood in Brierley Hill last Octo¬ 
ber. Parker-Lee, of Blewitt Street, 
Pensnett, denied the murder charge 
at Birmingham Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day. 

Parker-Lee, who appeared via video 
link from HMP Brinsford, is accused 
of stabbing 24-year-old Mr Mahmood 
in the chest on October 15. Factory 
worker Mr Mahmood was rushed to 
hospital after staggering into a take¬ 
away restaurant but died a short time 
later. Parker-Lee was remanded in 
custody and is due to stand trial from 
February 5 next year.

Caverns and tunnels open up to paddlers

ADVENTUROUS folk will soon be 
able to paddle into Dudley’s canal 
tunnels and caverns by canoe. 

Previously visitors have only been 
able to enter the caverns thanks to 
barge trips run by the Dudley Canal 
Trust. 

But now British Canoeing is offer¬ 
ing the chance for people to paddle 
around four miles deep underground 
through the Dudley and Netherton 
Tunnels. 

British Canoeing waterways and 
environment manager Chris Page 
said: “This is a great opportunity. We 


have only been allowed into the tun¬ 
nels by special arrangement. It’s an 
eight mile paddle in total, with nearly 
four miles underground, through cav¬ 
erns, caves, old mines and some of the 
canal network’s longest tunnels. 

“There’s not very many places 
where you can do a circular canoe trip 
with so much underground time.” 

Those on the canoe route will travel 
along the Dudley Tunnel, connecting 
caverns and mines, and the Netherton 
Tunnel, which is 1.7 miles long. 

The first canoe excursion will take 
place on October 21 setting off at 


8.30am from the entrance of the Dud¬ 
ley Tunnel. 

British Canoeing’s Mark Harding 
said: “What we’ve done is to organise 
a tour of the two Black Country canals 
both of which are normally closed to 
canoe traffic. We can now do about a 
13km tour starting off at the Dudley 
Canal Trust site by the Black Country 
Living Museum.”

Benefits cheat is seen 
walking freely on video 

VIDEO footage ensured a benefits 
cheat from Brierley Hill, who had 
claimed he could barely walk, was 
caught by fraud investigators. 

Stephen Mountford, from Milton Street, 
was spotted by investigators from the De¬ 
partment of Work and Pensions (DWP) walk¬ 
ing his grandchildren to and from school. 

He had racked up an overpayment of £21,900.80 
despite claiming he could barely walk. 

Footage emerged of the 53-year-old strolling 
along roads without his walking aids. 

The court heard how he had been claiming Dis¬ 
ability Living Allowance (DLA) from October 16, 

2010, and May 3, 2016. 

However, in 2015 he underwent medical treat¬ 
ment at Dudley Guest Hospital, allowing him to 
exercise more and walk unaided, but didn’t inform 
the DWP about the change. 

Dudley Magistrates heard on how Mountford 
had twice a day been walking his grandchildren to 
and from school - over a distance of 1.2 miles - 
when his car was out of action. 

The court heard that Mountford, who ad no pre¬ 
vious convictions, suffered from depression and 
spondylitis. 

Suspended 

Mountford was given a 24-week prison sentence, 
which was suspended for a year, alongside a reha¬ 
bilitation order. He was also told to pay £100 in 
court costs and a victim surcharge of £115. 

A DWP spokesman said: “Only a small minority 
of benefit claimants are dishonest but cases like 
this show how we are rooting out the unscrupulous 
minority who are cheating the system and divert¬ 
ing taxpayers’ money from those who really need it. 

“We are determined to find those we suspect of 
abusing the welfare system by following up on tip- 
offs, undertaking surveillance and working with 
councils. 

“Deliberately not informing us of a change in 
condition that may affect claim is a crime. Don’t 
wait for fraud investigators, tell us of a change 
now.”

The screening of The Boy Who 
Had it All, made on location in 
Dudley, was shown to fans. 


Edwards, 21, was the eighth 
member of the famous ‘Busby 
Babes’ United team to die as a 
result of the Munich air crash in 
1958, which claimed the lives of 
23 people. 

The 18-minute film looks at 
the childhood in Dudley of the 
gifted footballer, who played for 


Manchester United and Eng¬ 
land. It was screened on what 
would have been Edwards’ 81st 
birthday. 

Black Country filmmaker 
Marcus Distant, who said: “The 
screening was absolutely amaz¬ 
ing. I have dreamt this could 
happen one day.”

Offices plan for 
town centre pub 

A LANDMARK former pub in Dudley 
town centre is set to be turned into 
offices. 

An application has been lodged to 
make changes to the old Crown Hotel, 
a prominent building in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Street which features a clock 
tower. 

Developers will need special permis¬ 
sion to change the use of the building 
as it is a grade II listed. 

The property is owned by Dudley 
Council and has been used by its new 
heritage and regeneration team. It is 
set to become self-contained offices, 
under the plans which have been sub¬ 
mitted to council planning officers. 

Row after school 
bans Sikh bangle 

AN eight-year-old boy has been 
banned from wearing a Sikh bangle to 
school as it is considered to be jewel¬ 
lery and against uniform policy. 

Kaiden Singh was told by teachers 
at Summerhill Primary School in Tip- 
ton he would not be allowed to wear 
his Kara, a silver bracelet worn by 
Sikhs as a symbol of faith. 

Kaiden’s parents and The Sikh 
Federation insist the pupil has a legal 
right to wear the bangle. Headteacher 
Kerry Rochester said his parents, who 
she will be meeting, signed an agree¬ 
ment accepting the uniform policy. 

Burst pipe hits 
around 100 homes 

AROUND 100 homes had their water 
supply cut or reduced on Sunday due 
to a burst pipe. The disruption lasted 
several hours. 

Engineers fixed the problem after 
tracing it toa burst pipe in Alderdale 
Avenue, affecting the water pressure 
in homes in Himley, Swindon and 
Gospel End. 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Sa- 
rah-Jayne O’Kane said: “We want 
to say sorry to anyone who lost their 
water supply. The pipe burst early in 
the morning and we got a team out to 
site as quickly as possible.”

No joke for Jim 
on murder claim 

AUSSIE comic Jim Jefferies brought 
his hit TV show to the streets of Bir¬ 
mingham, which he told his American 
audience was the murder capital of 
the UK. The film sees him with of¬ 
ficers from West Midlands Police. 

He joined Insp Matt Minton and Sgt 
Leanne Chapman and the film sees 
the pair stop and detain suspected 
criminals. Jefferies has been vocal in 
his criticism of US gun control. 

He said Birmingham was the ‘mur¬ 
der capital of the UK’ with 13 hom¬ 
icides in 2016. His film compares it 
with Birmingham, Alabama, with a 
quarter of the population but eight 
times more murders - 104 - in 2016. 

Students are put 
on right towpath 

ENGINEERING students kicked off 
the new term by sprucing up a canal 
towpath. 

The students from City of Wolver¬ 
hampton College, who are studying for 
level two and three diplomas in me¬ 
chanical engineering, helped improve 
the Lichfield and Hatherton Canal. 

They spread hardcore along a half- 
mile stretch of the path, as part of an 
ongoing restoration scheme, as well as 
visiting the canal aqueduct crossing 
the M6 Toll road. 

College bosses said the project was 
organised to show students the types 
of work involved in civil engineering 
projects, as well as develop team work.

Bidding for each bear is expected to 
start in the region of £6,000.

MacLellan Rubber moved from 
Neachells Lane, Wednesfield, to Plan¬ 
etary Road Industrial Estate in Wil- 
lenhall last year. The 146-year-old 
business had been at the Wednesfield 
site for 12 years. Director Andrew On¬ 
ions said: “I’m delighted that our per¬ 
formance has bucked the trend.” 


Violent and sexual offences on the rise 


VIOLENT and sexual offences has 
risen by more than 15 per cent across 
Dudley borough over the last year. 

There were 246 more offences with 
1,716 violent and sexual offences 
committed between July 2016 and 
June this year compared with 1,470 
offences between in July 2015 and 
June 16 last year. 

Council chiefs have called for action 
in response to the ‘concerning’ trend. 


Councillor Rachel Harris said: “It’s 
concerning this trend is rising, par¬ 
ticularly at a time when we seem to 
have less of a presence on a day-to-day 
basis. 

“Given the rise in reported violent 
crimes, I am concerned people may 
not be reporting other types of crime 
at a time when they really should be 
reporting any incident of anti-social 
behaviour. 


“If we’re not going to have a clear 
picture then we should put pressure 
on to try and change the way it’s 
being policed.” 

Dudley borough has seen on aver¬ 
age five violent and sexual offences a 
day since July 2016. In June this year 
179 such offences were committed 
comparing to 113 in January. Overall 
crime rates in the borough have seen 
an increase over the past year with 


May 2017 seeing the highest amount 
of crimes at 789. 

Police and crime commissioner 
David Jamieson said: “The rise in 
violent and sexual offences is deeply 
worrying. I am cutting down on bu¬ 
reaucracy to make sure officers are 
able to spend time tackling crime 
rather than filling in forms. I have 
been able to restart recruitment of 
officers and PCSOs.” 


Bedsit landlord told 

to pay out £340,000

A ROGUE landlord has been 
ordered to pay more than 
£340,000 after illegally con¬ 
verting several houses in 
Dudley into bedsits. 

Birmingham-based Latif Reh- 
man, who earns £150,000 a year 
from rents, has been punished 
after ignoring council notices to 
undo the work. 

A judge described Rehman as ‘a sig¬ 
nificant player’ in the industry, who 
knew that he was breaching planning 
regulations. Rehman, 58, received 
£278,000 in tenants’ benefits from 
Dudley Council on three properties in 
Netherton and one in Wall Heath. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that he continued converting some 
houses into flats and bedsits even after 
being told to stop the work as he did 
not have planning permission. 

Ignored 

Prosecuting, Mr Mark Jackson said 
enforcement notices were served on 
Rehamn in relation to two adjoining 
properties in Cole Street, and one in 
Northfield Road, in Netherton, and a 
fourth in Wolverhampton Road, Wall 
Heath. But in each case he ignored the 
notice and continued to rent them out. 

The two Cole Street houses had 
each been turned into five flats and 
the other two both into six. Mr Jack- 
son said: “The local authority has bent 
over backwards to afford the defend¬ 
ant every opportunity to comply with 
the enforcement notices. He was given 
extension after extension and used the 
time to obtain more rent.” 

Rehman, of Lordswood Road, Har- 
borne, pleaded guilty to four charges 
of failing to comply with enforcement 
notices. He was ordered to pay Dudley 
Council compensation of £278,028, 
fined a total of £40,000 and ordered to 
pay £25,898 prosecution costs.

A FORMER police station in Dudley borough has been 
put up for sale. Kingswinford’s old police station, which 
closed in the summer, has been put on the market for 
£450,000. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson has appointed Birmingham independent com¬ 
mercial property agency KWB to market the site, which 
sits on a prominent position near the A491 at Moss 
Grove. 

West Midlands Police last year confirmed 13 police 
stations in the Black Country were closing as part of 
£8.6 million cuts. 


The former station in Kingswinford is being marketed 
as a potential family home or as a potential site to be 
redeveloped for residential use. 

Kingswinford North and Wall Heath ward councillor 
Dave Tyler, who once worked at the building as a police 
officer, said: “I had some happy times there as a young 
officer. 

“But times move on and efficiencies within the police 
service have meant that certain properties have had to 
fall by the wayside. 

“I do really hope whatever happens to it, it enhances 
the quality of Kingswinford town centre.” 


Talks over 
revamp of 
High Street 
shops centre 

A MAJOR redevelopment of a shop¬ 
ping centre in Dudley town centre 
could be back on the cards after 
crunch talks were set between the 
owners and council bosses. 

Plans for the Trident Centre in 
Dudley have been in the pipeline for 
months but were set back in March 
when the owners took a U-turn after 
a row with the council over a ‘lack of 
dialogue’. 

At the time Dudley Council was run 
by Labour but now under a Conserv¬ 
ative administration a new meeting 
has been arranged as the redevelop¬ 
ment proposals look set to be revived 

Dudley Council will meet the own¬ 
ers ‘in a few weeks’ and a planning 
application could be submitted for the 
site if talks prove successful. 

Council leader Patrick Harley said 
he was optimistic a deal would be 
struck. 

Councillor Harley believes owners, 
Atlantis Property, want to create 
larger shops with bigger shopping 
space and give the site a makeover. 
He anticipates the plans to involve a 
‘substantial investment’. 

He said: “We have got to see what 
the owners will be proposing but I 
would certainly hope plans will be put 
forward. It is more than likely a possi¬ 
bility that a redevelopment of the site 
will go ahead, but it is down to them 
and for us to see what the plans are. 

“I believe a meeting has been ar¬ 
ranged between them and our regen¬ 
eration team in a few weeks.” 

The Trident Centre, on Dudley 
High Street, has been described as 
having ‘considerable redevelopment 
potential’ in the Dudley Area Action 
Plan, published by the council.

Traders in 
call for an 
hour's more 
free parking 

BUSINESS leaders are calling for 
permanent two-hour free parking in 
council-run car parks in Halesowen 
after a trial period ended. 

Dudley Council brought in two- 
hours free parking on council car 
parks in April but the time limit has 
gone down to one-hour from Sunday. 

Halesowen Business Improvement 
District (BID) has written to the 
council asking for the two hours of 
free parking to stay because it has 
helped local businesses. 

Wayne Edwards, chairman of the 
Halesowen BID, said: “Businesses 
across Halesowen have benefitted 
from the two-hour free parking trial. 
To reduce this allocation to one hour 
is simply not good enough. 

“We wish to work with the council 
to obtain a longer duration of free 
parking and it will remain our highest 
priority until we succeed.” 

A spokesman for Dudley Council 
said the parking initiative came into 
effect on April 24 for car parks also 
in Dudley, Brierley Hill and Sedgley. 

But, from Sunday, parking in the 
four towns will be reduced to one 
hour, but the initiative will be ex¬ 
tended for car parks in Stourbridge 
and Kingswinford. 

The BID has also been working to 
improve security in Halesowen to ben¬ 
efit traders and other business people. 
The group is speaking with police 
about high levels of crime.

Flick knife thug is put behind bars 


A TEENAGER who stabbed a 19-year-old man at 
Merry Hill shopping centre has been locked up for 
eight years. 

Ronan Parker was ‘looking for trouble’ at around 
11.15am on July 8 when he barged through a group 
- two men and two women - walking in the opposite 
direction at the shopping centre, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 19-year-old defendant turned to stare at 
them, prompting an angry exchange of words that 
ended with a challenge to go outside for a fight, ex¬ 
plained Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Mason Smith removed his shirt as he and the 
other man from the group were followed by Parker, 
whom one of the young women saw remove a knife 


and hide it behind his back. She tried to warn Mr 
Smith but he threw a punch before Parker stabbed 
him once, cutting into the spleen. 

The kitchen porter fled in to the nearby Marks 
and Spencer store pursued by Smith but gave the 
injured man the slip. 

Arrested 

He pulled up his hood and walked towards the 
exit but was spotted by an off-duty policeman who 
followed him outside and the attacker was arrested. 
A flick knife with a four-inch blade used in the stab¬ 
bing was discovered. 

The defendant claimed that a member of the 
group - not Mr Smith - had a knuckle duster and 


one was later found near the entrance to the shop¬ 
ping centre. 

Mr Smith was rushed to hospital where he under¬ 
went emergency surgery and discharged five days 
afterwards. He told police: ‘I thought I was going 
to die’. 

Mr Robert Cowley, defending, said Parker had 
carried a knife ‘for protection’ since being beaten 
with a baseball bat by a gang 12 months earlier. 

The lawyer added that the defendant had been 
rovoked. 

Parker from Dixons Green Road, Dudley pleaded 
guilty to wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm and was given eight years detention in 
a Young Offenders Institution. 


Hospital takes on new 
staff to tackle shortage 


ALMOST 100 new nurses, midwives 
and other medical workers have 
been hired at Russells Hall Hospital 
to tackle staff shortages. 

The trust that runs the hospital has 
hired 35 members of staff in just one 
month as a result of three recruitment 
events. 

The events, which took place on August 24, 
September 8 and September 20, saw nurses, 
operating department practitioner’s and allied 
health professionals - which can include thera¬ 
pists and radiographers - taken on board. 

It comes as 60 nurses and midwives were 
taken on in addition at the start of August 
- with 38 nursing graduates, 12 children’s 
nurses and 10 midwives hired. 

Dudley Council chiefs have praised the trust 
for doing a ‘sound’ job following a disappoint¬ 
ing £19,000 trip to the Philippines last year 
to interview 115 nurses when just three were 
hired. 

Grip 

Health and Wellbeing councillor Rachel Har¬ 
ris said: “This is great news for the trust and 
it’s very re-assuring for residents and patients 
that the trust is now managing to get a grip 
on bringing staff numbers up to the level that 
we expect.” 

Staffing levels at the hospital had not been at 
a safe level last year. 

This was due to recruitment struggles, sick¬ 
ness and intense A&E pressure. It sparked an 
desperate search to fill vacancies, including ef¬ 
forts to hire overseas. 

But now Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust Interim chief nurse Siobhan Jordan said 
recruitment was picking up. 

She said: “We are delighted at the success of 
our most recent recruitment events and we will 
continue to host more in the future. 

“We are exploring many different opportuni¬ 
ties to attract people to work in Dudley such as 
job fairs and other events and we are looking to 
work with the Prince’s Trust. 

“We hope to attract fantastic home-grown 
talent we know is out there.”

Health crisis looms as funds 
threatened by missed targets 


A CATASTROPHIC winter 
crisis is looming for social 
care with £150 million of vital 
funding under threat, council 
chiefs have warned. 

A letter signed by leaders of Dudley, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall and Staf¬ 
fordshire councils has been sent to 
Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt plead¬ 
ing with him to help avert disaster. 


The council bosses say ‘unachiev¬ 
able targets’ have been set for local 
authorities to try to reduce the delays 
in people leaving hospital - known as 
bed-blocking - to just 3.5 per cent. 

But each council is set lose millions 
of pounds each in its Better Care 
Fund for failing to hit the targets. 

The letter says: “NHS England’s 
position is that those local authori¬ 
ties who cannot meet the target will 


not have their BCF approved and will 
therefore not receive the cash trans¬ 
fer from the NHS to protect adult 
social care. This is funding of around 
£150 million in the West Midlands on 
which we depend to fund a range of 
essential services. Without this fund¬ 
ing services cannot be sustained. 

“With winter approaching this will 
have a catastrophic impact on local 
people, leading to a serious crisis.”

CAMPAIGNERS hoping to get global recognition for 
Dudley and the Black Country’s geology now have a 
new exhibition to show its importance. 

A themed gallery illustrating the Black Country’s ge¬ 
ological history has opened as part of the new Dudley 
Museum, which was unveiled at the weekend as part of 
the Dudley Archives in Tipton Road. 

The Black Country is bidding to become a UNESCO 
Global Geopark. These are geological areas of interna¬ 
tional significance which are given protection. A total 
of 45 geosites will make up the park, spread across the 
Black Country region. The Black Country is a place 
where coral seas, swamps, deserts, icy wastelands, 
mines and furnaces have created a unique landscape.

Veteran Paratrooper recalls 
battle at a bridge too far 


A SECOND World War hero from Sedgley 
who fought at the ill-fated Battle of Arnhem 
has recalled the carnage 73 years on. 

Jack Baker, a former Lance Corporal with the 1st Para¬ 
chute Regiment, is among the few remaining survivors of 
the ill-fated Operation Market Garden of September 1944. 

On paper, it sounded simple. Paratroopers and glider 


soldiers would be dropped in 
other side of the Rhine to 
other Allied forces, and seize 
control of the bridges on the 
vital route. This would pave 
the way for armoured units 
to progress towards Germa¬ 
ny’s industrial heartlands. 

But Allied intelligence 
had failed to pick up that 
two armoured German 
divisions were resting in 
Arnhem - leaving the Allied 
airborne troops out-gunned. 

Mr Baker, from Sedgley, 
landed by parachute and 
found himself in the thick 
of it. 

Tanks 

“We were in action as 
soon as we landed. We 
headed straight for the 
bridge,” he said. “We would 
go through back gardens, 
crawling, doing whatever 
it took to get there. We got 
within a quarter-of-a-mile of 
the bridge. It was there that 
we hit the heavy stuff. They

had flame throwers, tanks 
and heavy guns, and we just 
had our rifles.” 

After holding out for sev¬ 
eral days against a large and 
well-equipped enemy force, 
many of the Allied troops 
were ordered to head for 
the river and get across on 
boats. But there was only 
one small boat and hun¬ 
dreds of soldiers needing to 
escape. 

Of the 10,000 troops who 
landed at Arnhem, almost 
2,000 were killed, with 6,854 
taken prisoner, including 
Mr Baker.

H e’s sitting in a pub in 

Lytham St Anne’s. Norman 
Pace is chipper. The actor 
and comedian who is best 
known as one half of the 
comedy duo Hale and 
Pace has as much work as he would 
care for and is at peace with the world. 

He’s presently on the road in Hairspray, the 15-minute 
blitzkrieg of scintillating fabulousness. The all-singing, 
all-dancing, all-action musical is set in Baltimore, 1962. 

It tells the story Tracy Turnblad, a big girl with big 
hair and an even bigger dream: to dance her way onto 
national TV, and into the heart of teen idol Link Larkin. 
Tracy’s audition makes her a local star and soon she is 
using her new-found fame to fight for integration. But can 
she win equality - and Link’s heart - without denting her 
‘do? 

The feel-good musical features the hit songs Welcome 
To The 60s, You Can’t Stop The Beat, The Nicest Kids in 
Town and many more and has Norman smiling each and 
every night. 

“I have to say that I know Hairspray is a very good show 
but this really is a tremendous production. Drew McOnie 
is the go-to choreographer in Broadway and the West 
End and has worked on this. 

“They really pulled out all the stops to get the right 
people for the show. They went through 1,600 hopefuls 
before they settled on the 32 people that you see on on 
stage. It’s my first time in it and I’m loving it. A few of the 
guys have done this before but I’m the new boy, which is 
funny, since I’m also by far the oldest.” 

Reaching the tender age of 64 - amid a cast of 
20-somethings - is great fun for Norman. Being 
around the younger generation keeps him 
young. 

“I love being with the kids. Their enthusiasm 
and joie de vivre is inspiring. I get up at 
the end of the show and we do You 
Can’t Stop the Beat. I love it. I do it 
eight times a week. Before I start, 

I know the audiences will love it 
and go mad. We’ve done 40- 
odd shows and every one has 
been a standing ovation. 

“Seriously, you couldn’t 
wish for a better 
group. Last night, 
after the show in 
Blackpool, one of 
the guys from the show said he 
knew a bloke who’d got a pub 
that did live music. Out of the 
55 people on tour, 40 people 
turned up and we had a great 
night. The band got up and 
entertained us. It’s brilliant 
fun.” 

Norman has to pinch 
himself when he considers 
the number of years he’s 
successfully spent in 
showbusiness. The former 
teacher has been treading the

boards for 36 years - many of them with his friend and 
comic partner Gareth Hale. They recently recorded four 
episodes of ITV’s Benidorm, spending 10 weeks in Spain 
with Shropshire actor John Challis, among others. 

And yet for Norman, all roads lead to the Black 
Country. Though he grew up in Newark-on-Trent, in 
Nottinghamshire, his heart belongs to Dudley. 

“My granny and grandad lived in Dudley. 
When my mother was pregnant with me at 
the age of 18, she went to Dudley to have the 
baby. I think there was some sort of scandal 
because of the Catholic Church - if it wasn’t 
for the church, I wouldn’t be here. They didn’t 
do such things as abortion back then. 

So mum tried to pull a fast one and had 
me in Dudley then I’d visit my granny 
and grandad on holidays. They lived on 
Blowers Green Crescent, I still remember 
■ it now. 

“There were slag heaps that were 
turned into football pitches and I’d go 
there until about the age of ten. The 
family were West Brom fans and took 
me to the Hawthorns to cheer on the 
Baggies. They were happy times. I felt 
very loved when I visited the Black 
Country.” 

Fame came calling for Hale and 
Pace when they worked 
together on a series of 
comedy shows, as well 
as featuring in Dalziel 
and Pascoe, guest 
starring in the Doctor 
Who serial Survival and 
featuring in a Christmas Special of Extras. 

It was a joyride. The whole thing was 


thrilling and we didn’t have a minute to stop and think 
about it. If Gareth and I weren’t making the TV series, 
we’d be touring. In every spare moment we’d be writing 
and we were even stupid enough to go on holiday 
together as families. 

“The only downside about that experience was losing 
your privacy. At the petrol station, a queue of people 
would look at you like you were in a goldfish bowl. I’m 
under the radar these days and there are times when I 
grow a beard and people don’t recognise me. It used 
to be that you’d get people arguing about which one 
you were. But it’s no big deal. I had my taste of that life 
and it was intense. I can understand why film stars have 
people to fill their car up for them. Can you imagine what 
would happen if Rod Stewart was on the forecourt at 
Morrisons?” 

Norman has no plans to slow down. There’s no exit 
strategy, no secret yearning for a quieter life, no intention 
of upping sticks and moving to somewhere quieter. 

“The laughter is what keeps you coming back. Even 
now, after all these years, if you’re good at it and have a 
lot of experience and have enjoyed a long career, you can 
still learn a lot of things about how to do it better. I always 
want to beat the laughter I got last night, I want to keep 
moving forward.” 

He loves the fact that he’s been able to play both TV 
and theatre during a starry career. He’s worked with 
tremendous actors down the decades and their skills 
have helped him to develop. 

For now, all thoughts are of Hairspray. “It’s great 
bringing the show to Birmingham because Dudley’s only 
just down the road and that’s always been special to me. 
I’m hoping that people from Dudley and Wolves will pop 
over and say hello.”

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Waaamama's - food that woks 



It was a busy day off work. While the rest 
of the city was facing the nine-to-five, we 
were racing around attending various 
appointments. Places to go, people to see, 
so we really needed a quick ladies-that- 
lunch kind of meal. 

There were loads of options, with Italian, burgers 
and pub grub all on the menu. But we decided to go 
for something wholesome and a brand that was a firm 
favourite for both of us. Wagamama’s has been going 
for 25 years and boasts more than 120 restaurants in 
the UK alone. We dropped in at the new outlet in New 
Street, Birmingham. 

The concept is truly Japanese. The menu is varied 
with many little nibbly bits, ramen (broth) noodle 
dishes, teppanyaki (sizzling noodles), donburi 
(steamed rice) curries with drinks including fresh 
juices, Asian beers and traditional Japanese rice wine 
sake. While it has added to its menu over the years it 
has kept some of its original dishes. 

QUIET 

From the outside it seemed fairly quiet but everyone 
was seated at the back. There were tables outside and 
for a Tuesday lunchtime, it was just the right amount of 
busy. I already knew what I’d be having before I stepped 
inside but happily perused the menu just in case 
something different jumped out at me. 

My friend opted for lots of smaller plates and a diet 
Coke whereas I went for edamame beans and a chicken 
katsu curry with a glass of Prosecco. 

We both ordered the edamame beans which are 
popped into the mouth to enjoy the salty soya flavour. It 
always seems like a healthy option and gives a virtuous 
feeling especially as I was enjoying my glass of fizz. 


My curry was up next. A gorgeous mould of perfectly 
cooked rice, boiled and not at all sticky or stodgy with 
the Panko breaded sliced chicken smothered in the 
gorgeous katsu curry sauce. There was a lovely side 
salad with a fiery ginger garnish on the side which 
added some refreshment from the heat of the curry. 

The sauce was thick and smooth and there was lots 
of it. My friend couldn’t decide what to have so went for 
the chilli squid, ebi katus and a raw salad. She picked 
at her dishes as they each arrived, devouring bits from 
each with a contented look creeping into her smile. The 


crispy fried squid was dusted with the spice shichimi. 

It also comes with a chilli and coriander dipping sauce. 
She loved the squid, said it was perfectly cooked. 

The ebu katsu was crispy fried prawns in panko 
breadcrumbs, served with a spicy chilli and garlic 
sauce. The perfect soft fishy pieces were a delicious 
contrast to the crunchy coating of breadcrumbs and the 
chilli dip added some fire to the light prawn flavour. 

The raw salad was a lovely healthy option with mixed 
leaves, edamame beans, baby plum tomatoes, seaweed 
and pickled mooli, carrot and red onion and all of it 


topped with fried shallots and the wagamama house 
dressing. She ate the lot saying it was fresh and zingy 
and very well dressed. 

There were desserts on offer but none really took our 
fancy. In any case we had dresses to try on so didn’t 
want any extra unnecessary bulges! 

A bill of £44.05 was reasonable for the amount of food 
we had ordered. It was a great experience and the staff 
were friendly and smiley throughout making the meal all 
the more enjoyable.

Aston Martin's eye-catching GT put through paces 


To dismiss the DB11 V8 as an entry-level 
version of Aston Martin’s latest grand tourer 
wouldn’t be entirely fair. Sure, with a retail 
price of £144,900 it’s £13,000 cheaper than 
its V12-powered stablemate, but according 
to Aston this is an entirely different beast. 

While the full-fat DB11 VI2 was designed for 
crossing continents in supreme comfort at a 
significant rate of knots, Aston Martin claims 
the V8 model is the one to go for if you’re a 
keen driver. Yes, it’s about lOObhp down on the 
VI2, but the lack of those four extra cylinders 
right over the front of the car mean the V8 is 
115kg lighter, and it also means this particular 
Aston Martin has a weight distribution of 49:51 
as opposed to its big brother’s 51:49. 

The clue is in the name. The most important 
change with the DB11 V8 is, well, the V8. Aston 
Martin got its hands on the AMG-sourced 
unit thanks to its working relationship with the 
Daimler Group. But more on this phenomenal 
engine later. 

Aside from that new engine, the changes 
you get with the DB11 V8 are rather subtle. 
Aesthetically, its darker headlamp bezels, 
different vents in the bonnet, and darker 


tail lights are the main alterations the more 
eagle-eyed will pick out. These changes have 
been introduced to give the DB11 V8 a slightly 
more sporting and athletic image than the VI2 
model. 

Although the DB11 ’s V8 engine may have 
been sourced from Mercedes’ slightly mad in- 
house tuners AMG, it hasn’t just been dropped 
into the British grand tourer as is. Aston Martin 
has fitted its own air intake, exhaust and wet 
sump lubrication systems, and has worked to 
“Astonise” the German engine. 

The result of this tinkering is a 4.0-litre, 
twin-turbocharged V8 that develops 503bhp 
and 675Nm of torque. This allows the DB11 to 
complete the benchmark sprint from 0-60mph 

In a word, the DB11 V8 is sublime. Aston 
Martin has built a thoroughly accomplished 
GT car that’s not only devastatingly quick in a 
straight line, but seriously impressive through 
the twisty stuff as well. 

The steering is precise and has a healthy 
weight to it, allowing you to point the car’s nose 
into a bend safe in the knowledge that it won’t 
suddenly wash out. Aston has also worked a 
trick with the DBITs damping. The set-up is 


soft enough to allow the car to ride comfortably 
over imperfections in the surface of the road, 
but firm enough to minimise body roll through 
fast corners. 

Out on the motorway, the DB11 really comes 
into its element. It simply eats the miles up, and 
is an incredibly comfortable car to cover great 
distances in. The V8 engine has power on tap, 
and even in seventh gear it pulls astonishingly 
well. 

If there’s one thing an Aston Martin has to 
be, it’s beautiful, and the DB11 is certainly a 
stunning thing to look at. Where its sister car, 
the Vanquish, is far more aggressive in its 
appearance, the DB11 is a much more elegant 
and classy GT. 

Anyone who has spent time in a Mercedes 
will no doubt be met with a sense of deja vu, 
due to the infotainment system being lifted 
straight from the German manufacturer’s 
model line-up (another fruit of Aston and 
Daimler’s relationship). 

Past that, though, the DB11 is all Aston 
Martin. There’s leather all over the place, 
which has been sourced from cows raised in 
fields that aren’t fenced in with barbed wire. 


According to Aston Martin, this helps to ensure 
the leather is of the highest quality. One thing’s 
for sure: the DB11 ’s cabin is a great place to 
spend time. 

The DB11 V8 bears a recommended retail 
price of £144,900, so it’s certainly not cheap. 
That said, it is intended to be an exclusive, 
luxurious GT car, so an affordable price tag 
was never going to be on the table. 

As far as equipment goes, there’s a full 
leather interior, an infotainment system with 
12-inch LCD display, satellite navigation and 
360-degree parking camera, to name but a few 
features. And if you think you’ll tire of listening 
to the car’s V8 soundtrack, you can also order 
your DB11 with a premium Bang & Olufsen 
audio system. 

Although the DB11 V8 may be down four 
cylinders compared with the range-topping 
V12, by no means should you think that it’s in 
any form a lesser car. Like the DB11 VI2, it’s a 
marvellous cross-continental grand tourer, but 
thanks to its new lightweight engine, the DB11 
V8 is now more agile than ever. For those who 
value outright dynamic ability over challenging 
roads, this might just be the car to go for.

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Kia is all set for Stonic launch date

Kia’s first offering in Europe’s booming 
small CUV/SUV market, the Stonic will go 
on sale on October 23 and order books are 
open now. 

There will be five versions at launch, based 
on two trim grades (‘2’ and ‘First Edition’) and 
three powertrains. The Stonic will be available 
with a 98bhp 1.4-litre multi-point injection 
petrol engine, a 118bhp 1.0-litre T-GDi 
(Turbocharged Gasoline Direct injection) unit 
and a 108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi turbodiesel. All 
models have a six-speed manual gearbox and 
feature ISG, Kia’s intelligent engine stop/start 
system to prevent fuel being wasted and C02 
from being pumped into the air when the car 
is stationary in traffic. 

Pricing will start at £16,295 for the 1.4-litre 
petrol grade ‘2’, rising to £20,495 for the ‘First 
Edition’ 1.6 CRDi diesel. 

Kia is entering the B-segment CUV/SUV 
market at exactly the right time. Annual sales 
of this segment in Europe are predicted to 
double from the 2016 figure of 1.1 million to 
2.2 million by 2020. 

Kia expects to sell 70,000 units across 
Europe in 2018, rising steadily to 100,000 
a year during the car’s lifetime. The UK will 
contribute at least 10 per cent of the total. 

Buyers are moving into B-CUV/SUVs 
from superminis, small MPVs and three- 
door compact hatchbacks, which are now 
completely out of favour. Stonic, like the larger 
Sportage, which has been a phenomenal 
success, will attract customers from other 
brands and not expected to cannibalise sales 
from existing Kia models.

When it comes to clinching the deal 
Vauxhall customers wants to see 
something for their money - and right there 
in the showroom works best. 

So you’ll quite likely be popped into the 
driver’s seat of a new Insignia Sports Tourer 
and be asked to look straight ahead where, if 
the car has been specced right, you’ll feel like 
a fighter pilot. 

For a £290 option brings a head up display 
that pops speed and sat nav directions 
directly on to the windscreen, in your sightline 
and saving a distracting glance downward. 
Audi charges £900 for the same thing, by the 
way. 

Wander round the rear of this new load 
lugger from Luton and you may find a biggish 
cardboard box in the boot, its 135 litres 
capacity being the precise increase in cargo 
capacity over the old Sport Tourer. 

It’s the sort of obvious, practical 
demonstration of a car’s capabilities that, 
we’re told by the men who know at Vauxhall, 
that makes people happy to sign on the 
dotted line. 

Very sensible too; you may admire the looks 
of the new largest estate in the Vauxhall range 
- even spot its modest growth over the one 
before - but life with a car that will have to earn 
its living quickly boils down to practicalities. 

The outgoing model wasn’t quite practical 
enough, apparently. Too tight for legroom in 
the back, for starters. The new one stretches 
the distance between front and rear wheels to 
the benefit of rear seat passengers. 

They now enjoy enough room for two 
six-footers to sit comfortably in tandem. Not 
quite the limo-like stretch of a Skoda Superb, 


though, which is actually shorter than the 
new Insignia but in a class of its own in space 
terms. 

The Skoda has the Vauxhall licked on boot 
room too and so does the VW Passat estate 
but a perhaps more direct competitor, Ford’s 
Mondeo, is smaller in the luggage bay than 
the Insignia with back seat up or down. 

Whatever the figures show you won’t declare 
the new Vauxhall lacking in stowage space, 
and worth the £1,500 lift over the Grand Sport 
hatchback sibling. 

Swallow 

The great majority will be heading for life as 
a company car and there’s surely ample room 
for all the paraphernalia that goes with it. 

And at weekends when the family piles on 
board, the Sports Tourer will swallow all the 
football kit for the Second XI and still have 
space for pizzas on the way home. 

Prices start at £18,685 for a Design version 
with a new 1.5 litre 140 horsepower petrol 
engine. 

Not many will go for the entry level trim but 
Vauxhall thinks the current swing against 
diesel (warranted or not) might make this 
petrol model surprisingly popular. 

For another £795 you move up to a Design 
Nav spec, perhaps essential for anyone who 
needs to know precisely how far away the 
next business meeting is and when they’re 
going to get there. 

You can have a car without sat nav in the 
next grade up - SRi - but you wonder how 
many will, with prices from £21,580 for a map 
enabled (petrol) version. 

An SRi 1.6 litre 136 horsepower diesel 
(£23,240) tried over a mixed route on the 
press launch showed 54mpg at the end in 


comparison to the 40mpg of the petrol car, 
which felt less lively too. Both rode well and 
felt a mostly classy place to while away hours 
on the road. There are plenty of cubbies and 
stowage places and a crisp, business-like 
feel to the way dials are drawn and switches 
placed. 

As befits a car that must appeal to a 
multitude of company pecking orders, there 
are plenty of engines to choose from, starting 


with two versions of the new 1.5 petrol (140 
and 165PS) and five diesels in either 1.6 or 2.0 
litres capacity and power outputs from 110 to 
170PS. 

A 2.0 litre petrol with 260 horsepower, 
automatic gears and all-wheel drive is 
waiting in the wings but its 199g/km and 
eye-watering £1,200 first year’s road tax are 
likely to keep it a rare sight. The 112g/km and 
£160 tax of the cleanest diesel will be a bigger 


pull in a market where practicalities still count. 

Standard spec, or the options list, will 
provide Apple CarPlay and Android Auto 
phone integration, heated seats for outer rear 
passengers, powerful LED lights and even 
the ability to book a hotel by speaking to a 
real human as you drive along, via Vauxhall’s 
OnStar service. 

And your sat nav will take you straight there, 
of course.

You could think of the Renault Zoe as the 
rather hilarious little Twizy quadricycle’s 
older sister. Whereas the Twizy is has its 
limitations, the Zoe is a proper car with 
five seats, a boot and a useable real-world 
electric driving range. 

Not only is the Zoe a family car, it’s also a 
zero-emissions vehicle, meaning it qualifies 
for the Government’s full £4,500 plug-in car 
grant. This helps bring the Zoe’s price down 
to a lowly £14,245, but doesn’t include the 
mandatory monthly battery hire fee. 

Renault first introduced the Zoe back in 
2013. Since then, however, the electric car has 
been facelifted for the 2017 model year and 
gains a new 250-mile battery - the Z.E.40. 
There’s also the new Signature Nav top-level 
trim. 

This new battery is the most important 
update for the Zoe, however, as it dramatically 
increases its appeal compared with its rivals. 
The 250-mile range is based on the New 
European Driving Cycle (NEDC), however, 
and Renault says that in the real world this 
will be closer to 184 miles in summer and 124 
miles in the winter. 

Our test vehicle was fitted with Renault’s 
R90 electric motor. This unit develops a 
modest 91 bhp and 220Nm of torque, which 
allows for a 0-60mph time 13.3 seconds and 
a top speed of 84mph. This means the Zoe is 
considerably slower than most conventional 
cars, as well as the Hyundai loniq Electric. 

However, this won’t pose too much of a 
problem, as the Zoe will likely spend most of 
its time driving in busy urban environments. 
Here, the instant torque provided by the 
electric motor means you set off pretty 


quickly, so you won’t be holding any one up 
at the lights. 

The Zoe comes as standard with a home¬ 
charging unit, so you’ll be able to replenish its 
batteries in as little as seven hours. 

Obviously, the Zoe doesn’t emit any C02 
either, so you won’t have to worry about 
paying vehicle excise duty. 

While the electric motor’s instant torque 
will get you up to 30mph in a timely fashion 
- which is ideal for inner-city driving - it takes 
a long time to reach open road speeds. This 
means the Zoe isn’t really cut out for long¬ 
distance motorway hauls, and its range will be 
a limiting factor too. 

Around town, however, the Zoe is perfectly 
capable. There’s plenty of visibility afforded 
by the fairly high driving position, and its 
relatively small size means it’s easy to slot into 
tighter spaces. 

The Zoe isn’t exactly amazing dynamically, 
though. It’s quite a tall car, so there’s a fair 
amount of lean through the corners when 
pressing on. The steering is also rather vague, 
and it will take a bit of time to get used to 
the regenerative brakes, which are rather 
grabby. However, if you stick to low-speed city 
driving, you’ll find the Zoe is comfortable and 
incredibly easy to drive. 

To our eyes at least, the Zoe is quite a pretty 
little car. There’s something very chic about its 
looks - which is no doubt a by-product of its 
French roots. With the possible exception of 
the Tesla Model S, the Zoe is actually one of 
the most attractive-looking EVs on sale today. 

While it may also be one of the most 
affordable, it certainly doesn’t look “cheap” 
and will look right at home when parked up on 
a fashionable high street. 

As far as space is concerned, two adults will 


be able to sit in relative comfort in the back 
seats - although they might be a bit squashed 
if sat behind taller front passengers. Boot 
space stands at 338 litres, which is decent 
but falls short of its rivals. By comparison, the 
Hyundai loniq and Nissan Leaf offer 350 litres 
and 370 litres respectively. 

Standard equipment is fairly generous, 
with even entry-level models benefitting 
from Renault’s R-Link infotainment system 
and satellite navigation. Our mid-range 


Dynamique Nav specification test car came 
equipped with a hands-free key card, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth audio streaming and rear 
parking sensors. 

Prices for the Renault Zoe start at just 
£14,245 - which is considerably lower than 
rivals such as the Hyundai loniq and Nissan 
Leaf, which start at £24,995 and £16,680 
respectively. 

However, that price tag does not include the 
mandatory monthly battery hire fee, which 


costs upwards of £59 per month based on 
mileage. If you would prefer to buy the Zoe 
and battery outright, you’ll need to part with 
£19,845 for the entry-level i-Expression Nav 
model. 

The Zoe earns points for being one of the 
most affordable electric cars on the market. 

It’s not going to amaze you with its dynamic 
abilities, but as an urban daily driver its 
superior range, practical interior and attractive 
looks make it hard to beat in this segment.

FORMER Wolves striker Kevin Doyle has announced his retirement from 
football - after repeated incidents of concussion. The 34-year had been 
playing in the MLS for Colorado Rapids and took advice from consultants. 

Republic of Ireland international Doyle was Wolves’ record signing when 
he moved to Molineux for £6.5million from Reading at the start of the 
2009/10 season. 

Doyle played a starring role as Mick McCarthy’s side avoided relegation 
from the Premier League, scoring nine goals in 34 appearances. He would 
stay with the club until 2015 when, after loan spells with Crystal Palace 
and QPR, he signed for Colorado. In all he netted 33 times in 179 Wolves 
games, his most memorable goal arguably the winner in a famous 2-1 vic¬ 
tory over Sir Alex Ferguson’s Manchester United in 2011. 

In a statement, Doyle said heading the ball had become ‘problematic’ 
and that two concussions this season alone have forced him to take medical 
advice.

still shining 
60 years on 



SIX decades on from their formation, 
Charlemont Star continue to give their 
players the chance to shine. 

The amateur football club, based in West 
Bromwich, celebrated their 60th anniversa¬ 
ry recently at Dartmouth Golf Club, where 
current and former players joined to share 
tales of their time with the Star. 

They were formed in 1957 by Garth Thomas, 
who died in 2015. Over the years he retained a 
keen interest in the goings on and was kept reg¬ 
ularly updated. 

An extract from Thomas’ memoirs read: “Up 
until I was 23 my routine was to have a kick about 
with local teenagers at Bird End. Gradually those 
got longer, so one Saturday afternoon in July the 
lads suggested we start a team. Though at the 
time I only gave it a week or so believing it would 
be a seven-day novelty.” 

The club have been blessed with commit¬ 
ment and consistent management, firstly under 
Thomas, before Baz Plant took up the reins in the 
1980s. Current boss Andrew Wilcoxson joined the 
club in the mid 1990s, managing alongside Dave 
Stocking and Richard Cox, and has been sole man¬ 
ager since Star’s reformation in 2010 following a 
brief break. 

Secured 

The club originally competed in the West Bro¬ 
mwich Sunday League, later named the Sandwell 
League. They regularly went toe-to-toe with rivals 
The Bush, Wones United, Prince Regent, White 
Swan and Churchfield Tavern in their early years. 

For the most part of their existence, Char- 
lemont’s home base has been Hydes Road playing 
fields in Wednesbury. They have just secured per¬ 
mission to return to Churchfields playing fields in 
West Bromwich for the current campaign. Ham- 
stead Hill has also been another home. An array 
of former players returned for the club’s latest 
milestone celebration. 

Plant, a retired schoolteacher, 60, who played 
and managed for around 15 years, said: “When

I joined there were various characters from the 
around the Stone Cross and Charlemont area.

Their only time out of action was a brief break 
of four seasons between 2006 and 2010 before Wil¬ 
coxson launched the club again, attracting a new 
squad that entered the West Midlands Christian 
Football League.
